ELECTION HERE 


D rys" Say There Will be no Doubt 


About Outcome if Womans Su f­ 


frage Bill Becomes Law.

The “dry” forces were highly elu­ 
ted and the “ wets” were correspon­ 
dingly dejected when the news burst 
upon 
Rushviile 
Saturday 
evening 
that the senate had passed the w o ­ 
man suffrage bill by an overwhelm­ 
ing majority and that 
there 
was 
strong probability that 
the 
house 
would pass the bill and the govern* 
or would sign it. thus making it a 
law. 


The fact that the bill has an em­ 
ergency clause causing it to become 
a law automatically when Governor 
R alston’s signature is affixed 
to it 
means that it is highly probable the 
unexpected action of the senate will 
have eonsiderable bearing on the ex­ 
pected local option election here. 


The bill provides that women may 
vote “upon all questions or proposi­ 
tions 
submitted 
under 
legislative 
enactment to a vote of the electors 
of this -tate or of municipalities or 
other 
political 
divisions 
of 
the 
stated--which, students of the q u e s ­ 
tion assert, means, in plain English, 
that women may vote in local option 
elections. 


The “dry s“ 
were 
saying 
today 
that there would not die much ques­ 
tion about tile result of a local op­ 
tion election in Rushviile, with the 
women voting. 
They pointed to the 
way the women congregated 
about 
tlie polls 
and 
served 
coffee 
and 
sandwiches 
at 
the 
election 
two 
years ago and how they are display­ 
ing an interest in the proposed elec­ 
tion this year by taking a poll of 
the city. 
The “ drys“ say that the 
women of the city would 
poll 
a 
heavy vote in a “ wet” 
and 
“dry” 
election because they have 
proved 
themselves to he vitally interested in 
temperance. 


It 
was 
problematical 
today 
whether a petition for a “ wet” and 
“dry“ election would * ever be 
filed 
here. 
At any event, the “ wets” will 
await the action of the 
house on 
the bill passed by the 
s e n a t e . 
It 
the bill becomes a law, it is likely an 
election will not be held here. 
At 
least some “ w e t s ” took that view of 
the situation today. 
On the other 
hand, some were reported to be in 
favor of asking for the election re­ 
gardless of what fate the bill met. 
Of course, if the bill is killed in the 
house, the petition for an election 
will be filed. 


The feeling is general here, and it 
is reported to be the same in Indi­ 
anapolis. that there is little 
doubt 
but that the house will pass the wo­ 
mans suffrage bill. 


The most ardent suffragists had 
not hoped for the passage of the 
bill giving them limited suffrage at 
this session of the legislature. 
In 
fact, when the 
legislature 
opened, 
there was no thought of introducing 
such a bill. 
Suffrages had expected 
the bill would 
have 
much 
harder 
slcding in the senate than in 
the 
house. 
Governor Ralston 
has 
al­ 
ready stated in a newspaper inter­ 
view that he would ign the bill if it 
were passed. 


Thq full text of the bill is as fol­ 
lows: 


“A bill for an act granting women 
the right to vote 
for 
presidential 
electors and certain other officers to 
fill offices created by the legislature

Later in the evening William

Fee, the American Consul at Brem­

Mr. Fee formerly 
we- Mayor of B arren, Ohio, and 
ha- been in the Consular service for 
more than a decade. 
The Evelyn was a vessel of 1,800 
ton- and normally carried a crew of 
22 men. 
Borkum i-land is the most 
westerly of the East Frisian I.-lands, 
which lit* **lose to the Gentian coast 
in the North Sea. and is within sight 
of the usual course of the ! lamburg- 
Amcrican and North German Lloyd 
lines entering Bremen.
